SUMMARY: FONOFF ASST SEC HAS ASKED DCM TO CALL ON HIM 
MAY 15 CONCERNING VOLUNTARY US OFFER TO SUBMIT NUCLEAR 
INSTALLATIONS TO IAEA INSPECTION. BONN IS 
CONCERNED, AS A RESULT OF INITIAL US PROPOSALS TO IAEA, 

OF AMERICAN RELUCTANCE TO ENTER INTO EARLY BILATERAL 
CONSULTATIONS WITH FRG AND ALLEGED REMARK OF AMBASSADOR 
PORTER TO UNGERER THAT IMPLEMENTATION OF US OFFER 
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DEPENDENT UPON NOT ONLY NPT RATIFICATION BY EURATOM 
STATES BUT ALSO UPON JAPANESE ATTITUDE. ACTION 
REQUESTED: GUIDANCE FOR DCM' S MAY 15 MEETING. END 
SUMMARY. 

1 . FONOFF ATOMIC ENERGY DEPT CHIEF RANDERMANN HAS 
BRIEFED EMBOFF IN ADVANCE ON POINTS HIS ASST SEC 
WISHES TO MAKE WITH DCM MAY 15. RANDERMANN BEGAN BY 
RECALLING THE US VOLUNTARY OFFER TO SUBMIT ITS NUCLEAR 
INSTALLATIONS FOR IAEA SAFEGUARD AND NOTED THAT PRESI- 
DENT NIXON HAD CONFIRMED THIS OFFER IN 1969. REFERRING 
TO THE TIMBS PAPER WHICH EMERGED FRNKING GERMAN RATIFI- 
CATION OF NPT TO IMPLEMENTATION OF US OFFER. RANDERMANN 
CONFIRMED THIS INTERPRETATION. 

7. WHEN ASKED BY EMBOFF CONCERNING GERMAN IMPRESSION 
OF PROSPECTS FOR JAPANESE CONCLUSION OF VERIFICATION 
AGREEMENT WITH IAEA AND SUBSEQUENT RATIFICATION OF NPT, 
RANDERMANN SKETCHED PICTURE VERY SIMILAR TO THAT 

IN TOKYO 5417. ON THE POSITIVE SIDE, HE ATTACHED 
IMPORTANCE TO SUPPORT OF JAPANESE INDUSTRY FOR RATIFI- 
CATION ON GROUNDS THAT PRESENT IAEA SAFEGUARDS MORE 
STRINGENT THAN THOSE IN MODEL AGREEMENT AND DUE TO 
INDUSTRIALISTS' CONCERN OVER POSSIBLE CUTOFF OF URANIUM 
SUPPLY. ON THE OTHER HAND, RANDERMANN SAID JAPANESE 
CONCERN OVER CONTINUED RELIABILITY OF US SECURITY 
GUARANTEE MADE DECISION TO EXCLUDE NUCLEAR OPTION STILL 
AN IFFY QUESTION. 

8. ACTION REQUESTED: EMBOFF UNDERTOOK TO REPORT 
RANDERMANN' S VIEWS TO THE DEPARTMENT AND TO REQUEST 
CLARIFICATION. WE WOULD APPRECIATE GUIDANCE BY OPENING 
OF BUSINESS MAY 15 FOR USE OF DCM IN MEETING WITH FONOFF 
ASST SEC.

OFFER SINCE THE FRG STATEMENT MADE NOVEMBER 28, 1969, AT 
THE TIME OF THE SIGNING OF THE NPT, EMPHASIZED THAT 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE US OFFER HAD BEEN A DECISIVE 
CONSIDERATION MOTIVATING FRG SIGNATURE OF THE NPT. IT 
THEREFORE WOULD BE HELPFUL IF FRG OFFICIALS COULD ADVISE 
THE BUNDESTAG THAT PROGRESS WAS BEING MADE IN US/ IAEA 
NEGOTIATIONS AND THAT THE FRG HAD HAD FRUITFUL BILATERAL 
TALKS ON THIS SUBJECT WITH US OFFICIALS. 

5. RANDERMANN THEREFORE EXPRESSED THE WISH, WHICH 
FONOFF ASST SEC WILL REITERATE NEXT WEEK TO THE DCM. 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THAT US NEGOTIATIONS WITH IAEA BE ACCELERATED SOMEWHAT. 
THAT THE US RECONSIDER THE POSSIBILITY OF BILATERAL 
CONSULTATIONS WITH THE GERMANS BEFORE NEXT AUTUMN' S 
PARLIAMENTARY DISCUSSION, AND THAT THE US CLARIFY THE 
STATEMENT ALLEGEDLY MADE BY PORTER IMPLIEDLY TYING THE 
US/ IAEA SAFEGUARDS AGREEMENT TO NPT RATIFICATION BY THE 
JAPANESE. 

6. IN REPLY, EMBOFF SAID HE UNDERSTOOD THAT RANDERMANN 
WAS EXPRESSING GERMAN WISH FOR VISIBLE PROGRESS IN 

US/ IAEA TALKS AND WAS NOT RPT NOT LICEIVED FROM INDIAN STATE 
GOVERNMENTS. THIS HAS BEEN 

STANDARD PROCEDURE IN TITLE II PROGRAMS. TO AVOID ANY 
MISUNDERSTANDING AND/ OR MISLEADING PRESS COVERAGE, WE 
PLAN NO REPEAT NO PUBLICITY.
